DID NOT RECEIVE OFEICIAL REACTION AS NGUZA REPORTEDLY NOT IN TOWN. 
AMBASSADORS ALSO MADE DEMARCHE TO DIR OE PRESIDENCY. GERMANS ALSO 
CONVEYED TO EONMIN MAY 5 PERSONAL MESSAGE EROM FRG FOMIN GENSCHER ON 
MATTER; AND ACCORDING TO AMCONSUL LUBUMBASHI, NGUZA INDIRECTLY INEO-

B. LUBUMBASHI: BUSINESS AS USUAL. DURING PAST WEEK PEOPLE HAVE LOST 
TRACK OE WHICH EVENINGS THE PRESIDENT SPENDS IN LUBUMBASHI, AS HE HAS 
ARRIVED LATE AND LEET EARLY WITHOUT PROTOCOL CEREMONIES.
